Washington, July 14.—Martin M. 
Mulhall, professed field agent, strike- 
breaker, lobbyist and political worker 
for the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, continued today his re- 
markable story before the senate lob- 
by investigation committee.

He remembered ap- 
Parently the first names of members 
of congress, of lesser politicians, of 
labor leaders, of’ secretaries to con- 
g@ressinen and of all the men he had 
worked with through a year of most 
active campaigning in many parts of 
the country.

Mulhall Replies to Attacks. 

Mulhall interrupted the lobby inves- 
tigation to reply to what he declared 
Were personal attacks upon his char- 
acter and his purpose in the expose 
In which he has become the central 
figure of the lobby inquiry. ,

BILL IS READY TOR 


ACTION BY HOUSE 


Measure Said to Be Accept- 
able to Governor John M. 


Slaton Favorably Reported | 


by Committee. 


“BLUE SKY’? MEASURE 
IS ALSO RECOMMENDED 


Highway Commission Con- 
sisting of Four Ex-Officio 
Members and One Engineer 


Meets With Approval. 


Three important measures were 
sent on thelr way for passage through 
the legislature this year by house gen- 
eral judiciary 
day afternoon. 

They were the inheritance tax bill, of 
which Messrs. Swift, of Muscogee; Cole, 
of Bartow, and Slater, of Bryan, were 
joint authors; the “blue sky” bill, prac- 
tically as prepared and urged for pas- 
sage by the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
irerce, and the highway commission 
bill, of which Mr. Blackburn, of Ful- 
ton, tis the author. 

The last named bill has not been 
formal:iy reported with the recommen- 
dation that it do pass, as the two first 
have, but it has been referred to a 
subcommittee, composed of Represen- 
tatives Blackburn, Slater and Wright, 
for some minor changes. This sub- 
committes is instructed to report to the 
whole committee early Wednesday 
morning so that the bill may be re- 
ported to the house favorably on that 
day. 

The Inheritance Tax Bill. 

Representative Swift, who was the 
author of the inheritance tax bill which 
was made the basis of the measure 
which was favorably reported, an- 
nounced that he had gotten together 
with the other authors of inheritance 
tax bills, Messrs. Cole and Slater, and 
had also conferred with the governor. 
He had accepted certain amendments 
to meet the views of the other gentle- 
men and the chief executive. The 
measure as now presented, he thought, 
would be ccncurred in by all. 

It was unanlmously reported by the 
committee and three hundred copies 
ordered printed to be distributed to 
members of the house. 

Graduated Feature Eliminated. 

The graduated tax feature as it ap- 
peared in Mr. Swift’s original bill has 
now been removed, it being anticipated 
by some friends of inheritance taxa- 
tion that that feature might be thrown 
out by the courts as unconstitutional. 

The bill as it new stands imposes 
a tax of one per cent on all. inhert- 
tances, either by descent, will or deed 
of 2i*t, to take effect upon the death or 
the donor, where the inheritance is 
from father, mother, husband, wife, 
sister, brother, son or daughter, on 
411] inheritances in which the individ- 
ual share of the distributee equals cr 
is in excess of $5,000. 

On all other inheritances of what- 
ever Kind tv remoter Kindred or lega- 
cles to corporations, a flat tax of five 
per cent, regardless amount, 1s 1m- 
posed. Rigid provisions for the en- 
forcement of the law are included. 

‘Blue Sky” Bill. 

The “blue sky” bill was introduced 
into the house by Representatives 
Wohlwender, of Muscogee, and Spence, 
of @arroll. At the hearing Monday 
afternoon Hugh M. Willet, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the committee of the aAt- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, appointed 
to look into the subiect, presented tre 
bill which had the indorse 
ment of ‘the chamber, and it was ac- 
cepted with a few slight amendments 
tiy the authors of the original bill as 
a substitute.

DECLARE ARMISTICE 


Great Strike on Eastern Lines 
Averted--Questions at Issue 
to Be Arbitrated Under the 
Amended Erdman Act. 


— 


Washington, July 14.—Represent- 
atives of the 80,000 conductors and 
trainmen of eastern railways who have 
voted to strike for higher wages and 
managing officers of the railroads 
agreed at the white house today to 
submit their differences to arbitraticn 
under the provisions of the ‘Newlands- 
Clayton act, which President Wilson 
and congressional leaders promised t) 
make law by tomorrow night. In the 
meantime no strike will be declared, 
Officials of the employees’ brother- 
hoods agreeing to an armistice until 
Wednesday night. Fei 

This victory for arbitration over ‘the 
strike was the result of a two-hour 
conference at the white house be- 
tween President Wilson and congres- 
sional leaders, both republicans and 
democrats, the presidents and mana- 
gers of the railroads and represent- 
atives of the Brotherhoods of Trainmen 
and Couductors. 

Strike Is Averted. 

The agreement not only averted, 
temporarily, at least, the strike which 
threatened to tie up railroad trafic gen- 
erally in the east, but smoothed out 
differences of opinion that had arisen 
in both houses as to the composition 
of the board of mediation and pro- 
vided a permanent commission to deal 
with railroad disputes. 

The pathway was cleared for prompt 
action in both houses, Senator Kern 
telephoning from the white house to 
have the senate adjourn until tomor- 
row, instead of Thursday as contem. 
plated, and Representative Clayton an- 
nouncing that he would move to take 
from the speaker's table his bill, to 
which amendments in conformity with 
the Newlands bill in the senate wou'd 
te attached. 

The president later said that he 
would sign a measure such as agreed 
upon, and described the conference as 
“simple and satisfactory.” 

Seth Low, president of the National 
Civic Federation, who had been instru- 
mental in bringing the railroads heads 
and labor leaders together, acted is 
spokesman for both sides, relating to 
the president the details of the legis- 
lative situation that had arisen in the 
attempt to provide a substitute for 
the Erdman act. 

The Original Arbitration Board. 

The original beard of arbitration 
provided under that act was independ- 
ent of any government department, 
its members—the commis- 
sioner of laboer—had since been in- 
cluded under the department of labor, 
where his duties had been increased 
so that only a portion of his time 
could be given to labor disputes.

nection with the arrest of Mrs. Mary 
Belle Crawford, widow cf the wealthy 
Joshua B. Crawford, who was released 
yesterday morning from the Fulton 
Tower on a bond of $6,250 on a war- 
rant charging her with poisoning her 
husband in March, 1909. 

Colonel Joseph S. James, of Doug- 
lasville, attorney representing Charles 
Z. Crawford, one of the relatives 
prosecuting Mrs. Crawford, made the 
declaration on Monday that he was 
preparing to contest the divorce de- 
crees secured by Mrs. Crawford prior 
to her marriage to the man she is ac- 
cused of poisoning. 

“I have refrained from making a 
statement because I wanted the courts 
and not the newspapers to try the case,” 
Attorney James said Monday, just a4 
few minutes prior to his departure 
from the city. 

Not Marricd in Florida. 

“However, I have absoelute proof 
that Mrs. Crawford was not married 
to Joshua B. Crawford in Florida, as 
she claims, but that the ceremony was 
performed at Crawford's home on Peach- 
tree street. I am also in possession of 
positive proof that at the time of the 
marriage she used the name of her 
first husband, J. B. Savage, and not 
the name of Bishop, as she claims. 

“The prosecution is making a search 
for Fred Lump. We have. statemtnts 
from him taken by a lawyer in New 
York, and wé# want to have him in 
Atlanta as a witness. There will be 
no further action until 
) jury meets: At that time we.will 
for the indictment of Mrs. Cra 
on the formal charge of having mur- 
dered her husband.” 

According to the statements made 
by the prosecution Monday the much 
sought after witness, Lump, was in St. 
Augustine, Fla. at the time Mrs. 
Painter and Mrs. Bursell, both of 
Pittsburg, were visiting Mrs. Craw- 
ford. That was prior to her marriage 
to Crawford. The charge is made by 
Colonel James that Lump was very 
friendly with Mrs. Crawford and that 
he visited her in Atlanta during the 
months of April and May, 1909. 

“Engaged to Mrs. Crawford.” 

Statements alleged to have been 
made and sworn to by both Mrs. 
Painter and Mrs. Bursell are said to 
be in the possession of the Crawford 
heirs. In one of the statements, says 
Colonel James; one_of the witnesses 
charge that Lump was engaged to 
Mrs. Crawford before she met the man 
she afterwards married. He asserts 
that the woman was still using the 
name of Bishop. 

The proceedings in the case were 
brief Monday morning. Attorneys Bur- 
ton Smith and Reuben R. Arnold, 
representing Mrs. Crawford, waived 
preliminary examination before Jus- 
tice C. H. Girardeau, in whose court 
the warrant against Mrs. Crawford 
was drawn. The woman was bound 
over to the grand jury. 

An application for bail was made 
before Judge W. D. Ellis and at noon 
all the attorneys, including Solicitor 
Hugh. M. Dorsey, were present. 

The court fixed the bail at $6,250, 
Charles C. Jones signed as surety. 

Mrs. Crawford Free. 

Shortly after noon Mrs, Crawford 
with her attorneys, walked from the 
Tower into freedom. She went imme- 
diately to her home in West Peach- 
tree street.

A preacher of low char- 
acter, namec Titus Oates, who had gone 
uver to the Jesuits, declared he knew of a 
plot among the Catholics to kill the king 
and set up a Catholic government. Naturally

named Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, and short- 
ly afterwards, October 17, 1678, Godfrey was 
found murdered in a ditch near St. Pancras 
church. A committee was appointed by Par- 
liament to/examine into the matter. Oates 
became popular and so much prejudice ex- 


formers to! swear away the lives of many 
tholics. The most noted of these 
was Lord |stafford, an upright ani honest 
peer, who] was executed in 1681, declaring 
his innocettee. 

King Crarles laughed among his friends 
at the whble matter, but let it go on, and 
Shaftesbury, who wished to turn out Lord 
Danby, did all he could to fan the flame. The 
capital and the whole nation went mad with 
hatred and fear and the troublesome period 
has gone into history as the Popish Plot:

In the meantime James E. Emery, a 
Washington attorney for the National 
Association of Manufacturers, who is 
under subpoena by both committees, 
will be allowed to appear in the house 
Wing with papers he was ordered to 
Produce. Chairman Overman said to- 
night that all the’ difficulties that 
looked so formidable for a few days 
had been smoothed out and that each 
committee could now proceed in its 
Own way without conflict. 

The senate committee devoted today 
largely to reading into the record the 
tale of Mulhall’s political activities. 
There Was an occasional reference to 
Strikes in which the “lobbyist” had 
figured and an allusion now and then 
to the inside workings of labor unions. 
but for the most part it was a story 
of politics as Mulhall played the game. 

Tried to Defeat Congressmen. 

Muthall’s correspondence told of the 
efforts to re-elect former Congress- 
man Littlefield, of Maine, and défeat 
the present representative from that 
district, Danie] J. MecGillicuddy. lLit- 
tlefield was to be supported by the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers because of his stand against labor 
legislation. Mulhal] said on cross-ex- 
amination that he had been told that 
$60,000 was spent in that campaign. 
Mulhall’s letters went {nto detail] con- 
cerning the campaign he made in 
Maryland to beat former Congressma?) 
Pearre, of Cumberland. Pearre was 
author of an “injunction bill,” and 
Mulhall and other agents went out to 
get his political scalp. 

Just before the committee adjourne} 
the letters began to show Mulhall's 
activities after Marshal Cushing. the 
secretary of the association, with whom 
he had corresponded so long, had re- 
signed. 

“Cushing resigned,” Mulhall declared 
“because he said no_ self-respecting 
politician could report on lobby work.” 

Mulhall said Cushing resigned in the 
spring of 1907 to the late James W. 
VanCleave, the president of the asso- 
ciation, who wanted full reports of all 
his work. The committee read several 
letters from Mulhall to VanCleave, in 
which the ‘lobbyist’ showed that he 
didn’t care so much for Cushing after 
the secretary left the association. 

Sherman Praised Mulhall. 

Some of the letters read earlHler in 
the day showed that Mulhall had been 
known to the late Vice President 
James A. Sherman, who, in 1907 was 
chairman of the national republican 
congressional committee.

In a letter he wrote on July lI1, 
1907. to Mr. Sherman, Mulhall said he 
was going west and would call upon 
James S. Watson, of Indiana, and that 
he intended to look up members of 
the organization in that .-district and 
get them to do some active work for 
Watson. 

“T will pledge you before starting 
there,’ the letter said, “that we will be 
able to land Mr. Watson again in the 
next house.” 

On July 2 Mr. Sherman, on paper of 
the republican committee, wrote Mul- 
hall as follows: 

“My Dear Colonel: 

“T am glad that you are still inter - 
ested in political, as well as economl- 
cal work, and I am glad to bespeak 
for vou to our friends a cordial recep- 
tion. 

‘While vou are not/employed by the 
republican congressional committe?, 
nor were you employed during the last 
campaign, you did render us very ma- 
terial assistance, and I found you at 
all times reliable, trustworthy and ef- 
fective.” 
Fairchild Answers Mulhall.
